M arin’s lack of blood donors is 
adding to an emergency situation 
which has caused blood supplies 
in Irwin Memorial Blood Bank to 
fall to dangerously low levels. 
County residents have replaced 
only about half of the blood they 
have used in the uast six months. 
An emergency appeal was sent 
out by the blood bank this week 
when supplies of whole blood were 
reduced to about 15 per cent of 
normal. The mobile blood bank is 
scheduled to be at the Elks Club 
in San Rafael Friday to accept 
donations. 
' 
“Our stocks of whole blood have 
dropped to the critical level,” de­ 
clared Mrs. Charles D. Hemphill, 
blood bank managing director. The 
drain, she said, is due to two fac­ 
tors: 
1. There is currently an un­ 
usually high number of hospital 
patients receiving fresh blood in 
large quantities. These are people 
with various blood diseases. 
2. It is vacation time and these 
who regularly donate blood either 
have gone out of town or have for­ 
gotten th at the need for blood goes 
on regardless of the day of the 
week, m onth of thfe y ear or vaca­ 
tions. 
In an actual check of the bank’s 
refrigerators, Mrs. Hemphill found 
a supply of only 47 pints as com­ 
pared with a normal supply of 325. 
She listed these ty pes of blood on 
hand: 
O positive—16 units, normal sup­ 
ply 125; O negative 5 units, normal 
40; AB positive 2 units, normal 8 
or 10; B positive 9 units, normal 
25; A positive 7 units, normal 100; 
A negative 8 units, normal 25. 
M arin’s failure was pointed up 
by Dr. John H. Manwaring. Fig­ 
ures from his laboratories show 
th at M arin has used an average of 
125 units of blood per m onth over

the past six months and th at in 
th at time an average of only 65 
units have been replaced. 


“We are afraid,” Dr. Manwaring 
declared, “th at if things don’t im­ 
prove for the blood bank soon th at 
some day we are going to need 
blood, ask the bank for it and be 


told there just isn’t any t h e r e . 
You’ve got to put something in the 
bank if you are going to take 
something out.” 
He urged every possible donor to 
make an effort to get to the blood 
bank at the Elks Club Friday or 
to make appointment to give in 
San Francisco. 


Because of a slash in the 
state subsidy to child centers 
the Sausalito School Board last 
night questioned advisability of 
continued s u p p o r t to the 
M arin C hild Care Center and 
asked for suggestions from the 
M arin City Tenants Council 
on continuing the program. 
T he state’s previous subsidy 
of 32 to 39 cents an hour to 
the centers has been cut to 26 
cents by legislation recently 
signed by Gov. Goodwin J. 
Knight, the board learned. 
Designed to care for children 
of working mothers, the M arin 
Child Care Center enrolled an 
average of 39 y oungsters daily 
last y ear for a total operating ex­ 
pense of $16,829 . 
A financial report prepared by 
the district’s bookkeeping depart­ 
m ent and read by Supt. Clifford L. 
Boyle showed this picture: 
If the center is in operation next 
y ear for the same period of time 
as it was 
during 
the 
past 12 
months, it will produce $11,715 in 
revenue according to the cost of 
26 cents-an-hour. 
This total 
revenue 
would 
be 
nearly $4,500 less than the expected 
cost of operation. 
Even if the Marin Housing Au­ 
thority would grant free rent to 
the center and eliminate the $2,200 
expenditure of last y ear, the pro­ 
gram would have a deficit of about 
$2.300, Boyle said. 
“If we go on with the program,” 
he pointed out, “We’ll have to find 
some way of making up th at de­ 
ficit.”

Hal B. Hay es <fe Associates bounced back into the 
M arin City redevelopment picture y esterday with a 
firm warning to county housing commissioners th at 
the rescission of a contract with Hay es won’t be 
recognized. 


The bombshell warning came in a letter from 
Hay es' attorney , John Michael McCormick of Los 
Angeles, during the regular meeting of the Marin 
Housing Authority . 


In the letter, McCormick bluntly stated th at 
Hay es would “not consider nor consent to any alter­ 
ation or amendments” to the contract signed by 
Hay es and housing commissioners. 
(The contract between Hay es and the county for 
redevelopment of Marin City and Hilarita, arrived 
at after months of negotiations, was ordered voided 
last February by the U. S. Public Housing Admin­ 


istration on threat of refusing transfer of the prop­ 
erty if the contract existed. Subsequently the hous­ 
ing commission rescinded the contract.) 
McCormick’s letter continued by requesting in­ 
formation as to when Marin City and Hilarita 
housing projects would be relinquished by the fed­ 
eral government “so my client can proceed with op­ 
eration, maintenance and redevelopment” of ths 
projects. 
Worried commissioners considered the warning 
“a last effort” to recover expenses incurred in the 
attem pt to acquire the property . Commissioners said 
they had heard estimates th at Hay es’ expenses ran 
from $21,000 to $35,000. 
The housing commission voted to deny the claim* 
of the attorney . A copy of the letter was sent to the 
Marin Board of Supervisors.

The child’s pink pajama tops 
were wound around her neck. Her 
diaper, rubber pants and pajama 
bottoms were picked up by Oeh 
lerking three-fourths of a mile 
down the country road.

had been raped.*' 
Dr. Thomas L. Coriden, coroner, 
said the girl was killed by a severe 
blow on the head.

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Communism Faces 
Crisis At Geneva 


(Will the Sov iet Union d eal with 
strength o r weakness at Genev a? 
William L. Ry an, Associated Press 
io reign news analy st, has mad e a 
tho ro u gh stu d y of the facto rs that 
will weigh u p on Fremier Bu lga­ 
nin.)

At Genev a Marshal Nikolai Alex 
and ro v ich Bu lganin will be fight­ 
ing a d esp erate and p erhap s d e­ 
cisiv e battle to sav e world com­ 
mu nism from d ecay and ru in 
The Western world , led by the 
United States, is within reach of 
an histo ric v ictory . It may be slow 
and u nsp ectacu lar in d ev elop ing, 
bu t it can mean there is hop e for 
a real and lasting p eace. 
The silent ally of the West in all 
this is 
the 
o rd inary , 
ev ery d ay 
Iv an, the Jo hn Smith of Ru ssia. 
Bu lganin, strictly a p o litical gen­ 
eral, p ersonifies the d ilemma of 
the genera] staff of commu nism 
At Genev a, Bu lganin canno t attack 
witho u t solid ify ing the free world ’s 
resistance to the Sov iet Union. He 
canno t retreat witho u t the d anger 
of hastening co mmu nism’s d ecay 


NOT OWN MASTER 
Bu lganin will no t be his own 
master. Nikita S. Kru shchev , the 
Sov iet Co mmu nist boss, will be 
looking ov er one shou ld er, rep re­ 
senting the fears and ambitio ns of 
world commu nism. Looking ov er 
the o ther will be Iv an. 
Commu nism is in a p ickle. The 
USSR is its id eological ancho r, its 
mecca, its nev er center. It may 
lose that ancho r as one o f the 
long range resu lts of the Genev a 
conference. 
The United States seems to be 
p roceed ing o n the assu mp tio n the 
Ru ssians’ recent mov es are forced , 
and that they are tru ly anx iou s to 
talk abo u t arms red u ctio n. That is 
a good gu ess, and Iv an seems to 
be behind it. 
Kru shchev seems ind ignant at 
the id ea Moscow mov es 
sp rang 
fro m sheer necessity . Bu t Iv an, 
along with a rising generatio n of 
imp atient y ou ng 
Sov iet techno ­ 
crats, had mu ch to d o with forcing 
Kru shchev ’s hand . 


CONCERN WITH IVAN 
The cou rse of Sov iet p olicy in 
two p o st-Stalin y ears has reflected 
growing co ncern with what Iv an 
has been thinking and d reaming. 
To u nd erstand the situ atio n it is 
necessary to rev iew ev ents of the 
last two y ears: 
Stalin, who cou ld p u sh all bu t 
to ns at once and co ntro l ev ery 
asp ect of Sov iet life, d ied March 
5 , 195 3. Nobod y was big eno u gh to 
su cceed him. By comp ion co nsent, 
in a fo rm of self p ro tectio n, his 
heirs formed a “collectiv e lead er­ 
ship .” A sharp stru ggle fo r p ower 
was a certainty . Those who ru led 
had to woo the wid est su p p o rt. 
The collectiv e 
u nd er 
Premier 
Georgi Malenkov p romised many 
things. Within two or three y ears, 
it to ld Iv an, there wou ld be an 
amp le su p p ly of good things for 
the p eop le—refrigerato rs, v acu u m 
cleaners, good rad io and telev ision 
sets, good clo thing and shoes, no 
more food shortages. 
Fo r the first time the Sov iet 
lead ership took a frank look at its 
economy . Ev en by Sov iet acco u nts 
it was sad ly laggard in a mo d em 
wrorld . 
NO OVERNIGHT CHANGE 
This was no t going to be chang­ 
ed ov ernight, no r was it going to 
be changed 
witho u t 
sacrificing 
some of Stalin’s co ncentratio n on 
“p ro d u ctio n of the means of p ro ­ 
d u ctio n,” meaning all fo r heav y 
ind u stry . Bu t the Sov iet p u blic ac­ 
cep ted the p romises with enthu si­ 
asm. 
Bu t the situ atio n p osed a d il­ 
emma. 
* 
The Malenkov regime walked a 
tightro p e, try ing to keep the hea4v y 
ind u stary secto r intact while p u sh­ 
ing the consu mer p rogram. 
The tightro p e broke. Malenkov

Khru shchev 
took 
charge. 
The 
lead ers recognized that the p ro ­ 
gram of broad concessions to the 
consu mer had to be mod ified , or

VEERS BACK 
Su d d enly and sharp ly the Sov iet 
Union—and after it all the satel­ 
lites—v eered 
back to 
Stalin-like 
p ro gram of all fo r heav y ind u s­ 
try . 
The rev ersal, howev er, was far 
fro m comp lete. There can be no 
tu rning back to to tal Stalinism. 
It is Malenkov ’s p osition which 
reflects a d elicate balance between 
two forces in Sov iet p olitics, and 
it seems to be this balance that 
makes the Sov iet 
military 
rise 
greatly in influ ence. 
The Army 
is v ery mu ch in ev id ence at the 
Sov iet su mmit, now, and its lead ­ 
ers strike me as highly co nserv a­ 
tiv e, u nwilling to take long risks 
with the Sov iet economy .

are a number o f causes fo r cro ssed 
ey es.

Normal ey es sho u ld work to ­ 
gether, aim, follow and ad ju st for 
the p osition and d istance of an 
object. If they d o no t work to ­ 
gether, one ey e will lose, o r fail 
to d ev elop v ision. This is why im­ 
med iate attentio n is so imp o rtant. 
The d egree of v ision lost is some­ 
what related to the age when the 
ey es crossed . 
An ey e which tu rns o u t is more 
likely to be neglected than one 
tu rning in. This tu rning o ften oc­ 
cu rs when the child is tired or 
emo tio nally d istu rbed . At o ther 
times the ey es will ap p ear straight, 
bu t this d oes no t mean that the 
ey es then fu nctio n as they shou ld .

Ike Goes To Summit Meet 
Backed By Nation United 


President Eisenho wer will take with him 
to the Big Fo ur co nference at Genev a nex t 
Mo nday , a v ery unsecret weapo n—an almo st 
unparalleled 
bipartisanship 
in 
fo reign 
po licy . 
This was illustrated as Demo cratic and 
Republican leaders o f Co ngress met at the 
White Ho use to day to co nsult o n the po ­ 
sitio n the United States will take at the 
“ summit’' meetings. 
Neither President Eisenho wer in the two 
sessio ns o f the 8 3rd Co ngress, no r his two 
Demo cratic predecesso rs had enjo y ed such 
unifo rm suppo rt o n fo reign po licy . 
Only 
o ne majo r administratio n pro po sal o n fo r­ 
eign affairs has been defeated thus far—the 
President’s so -called “ ato ms-fo r-peace” ship— 
and that perhaps o nly tempo rarily , and o nly 
by £ o ne-v o te margin in the Senate. 
Chairman Sty les H. Bridges (R., N. H.,) 
o f the Senate Republican Po licy Co mmittee 
last week was full o f praise fo r the wo rk o f 
ailing Senate Majo rity Leader Ly ndo n J o hn­ 
so n (D., Tex .) 
He predicted that J o hnso n’s 
incapacitating illness wo uld increase “ bi­ 
partisan co o peratio n” and speed the ad­ 


jo urnment o f Co ngress. 
J o hnso n and Senate Republican Leader 
William F. Kno wland (R., Calif.) had wo rk­ 
ed to gether to o btain a smashing adminis­ 
trativ e v icto ry in regard to the Genev a 
meeting. 
Tha t was the 7 7 to 4 margin by 
which the Senate in J une rejected the reso ­ 
lutio n o f Sen. J o seph R. McCarthy (R., Wis.) 
demanding that the President call o ff the 
meeting unless the U.S.S.R. agreed in ad­ 
v ance to discuss “ the present and future 
status” o f Co mmunist-co ntro lled co untries. 
Only 
three Senato rs—Willia m E. J enner 


(Ind.), Geo rge \V. Maline (Nev .), and W il­ 
liam Langer (N. D.), all Republicans and all 
generally 
regarded 
as 
iso latio nists—v o ted 
with McCarthy . 
T he administratio n’s fo reign po licy suc­ 
cess at the 195 5 sessio n has been the mo re 
no table in the Senate. 
Witness the fo llo w- 
ing ro ll call v o tes o n majo r treaties: Defense 
Treaty with Natio nalist China, 6 5 to 6 ; 
So utheast Asia Defense Treaty , 8 2 to 1; West 
German Defense (Paris) Pro to co ls, 6 to 2; 
Austria State (Peace) Treaty , 6 3 to 3. 
On 
the aggregate v o ting o n all fo ur treaties, 
o nly fiv e “ Na y ” v o tes were cast by the Demo ­ 
cratic “ o ppo sitio n” —and tho se all against the 
so mewhat co ntro v ersial treaty with Na tio n­ 
alist China. 
On giv ing the President a free hand in 
the defense o f Fo rmo sa, the Senate v o te was 
8 5 to 3. 
Prev io usly the Senate had rejected, 
7 3 to 13, a pro po sal to bar U. S. defense o f 
the islands o ff the Chinese mainland. 
On the $3 billio n plus fo reign aid autho ri­ 
zatio n which cleared Co ngress last week, the 
v o te o n passage in the Senate 5 9 to 18 . The 
v o te in the Ho use o n fo reign aid (passage) 
wras 27 3 to 128 , with mo re Republicans (7 7 ) 
than Demo crats (5 1) o ppo sed. 
T he o nly threat to the president’s fo reign 
affairs pro gram in the Ho use had co me o n 
the three-y ear recipro cal trade ex tensio n, as 
much a matter o f do mestic eco no my as fo r­ 
eign po licy . 
All o f this sho uld giv e o ur president the 
stro ngest po ssible hand fro m which to play . 
It sho uld serv e no tice o n o ur friends and 
fo es alike that he speaks no t just fo r the 
administratio n, but fo r a natio n united be­ 
hind thim.

Tourists: Here' s Handy Guide To 
Bears And How To Handle Them 


GATLINBURG, Tenn.

— 
Bears are hav ing trou ble with 
people here in the heart of the 
Great Smoky Mou ntains. 
To begin with, the nu mber of 
bears and tou rists has increased 
enormou sly in the last centu ry . 
Fifty y ears ago no one knew 
for su re how many black bears 
there were in this area. In those 
distant times ev en the fu gitiv e 
tou rist was a m atter of gu ess. 
/ 
BUT NOW they do know abou t 
the tou rists . . . they figu re 2V6 
million will come here this sea­ 
son . . . folks hu ngry for natu re. 
And a man who has spent his 
life in the hills estimates there 
will be 1,200 bears here who cou ld 
say “hello!” 
The cold tru th, natu rally , is 
th at many of these 1,200 bears 


hav e no desire to associate with 
the 2,500,000 
v isitors, 
and 
of 
cou rse the feeling cou ld be m u ­ 
tu al. 


HOWEVER, 
a 
park 
ranger 
finds this hard to believ e. He 
worries th at ev ery v isitor will 
find a bear and get himself in 
trou ble. 
As of last week the Smoky Na­ 
tional bears had been accu sed of 
mu scling 14 tou rists so far this 
y ear.

is, “Why shou ld these bears seek 
ou t tou rists and annoy them ?” 
Why are these bears u nhap­ 
py ?

A. The bad bear. He stands at 
the picnic site, and is lonely and 
hu ngry . He leers and demands 
his helping, and generally gets 
it, too. 
B. The confu sed bear. He tries 
to be helpfu l. He stands at road­ 
side du ring the height of the 
tou rist season and tries to di­ 
rect them to the wild life they 
are seeking. This gets him mix ed 
u p. 
Bu t tou rists do hold a pecu liar 
fascination for bears. Here in 
this great 
national 
park 
this 
rather bothers the forest rangers. 


THEY FEEL a responsibility 
toward both bears and people. 
They know th at people are also 
fascinated by bears. 
And they know one thing more: 
"A bear is a wild animal . . . 
can’t be secu rely bribed . . . is 
still a restless, adv entu rou s and 
ex ploring creatu re.” 
So many tou rists don’t realize 
this. Becau se they are in a na­ 
tional park and perhaps hav e 
seen a bear in a zoo at home 
they think a bear in the woods 
is a potential bu ddy . 


HE ISN’T. A bear . . . is a 
bear . . . is a bear . . . is an 
animal th at ev en here can go u p 
to 600 pou nds and merely by 
patting y ou goodby keep y ou in 
stitches. 
So far no tou rists hav e been 
killed by a bear in this trem en­ 
dou s park 
that 
spreads 
from 
North Carolina into Tennessee, 
bu t many 
hav e 
been 
cru elly 
mau led. It is almost withou t ex ­ 
ception the resu lt of v iolating 
a park ru le against feeding the 
bears. 


THE TROUBLE with feeding 
a bear is that after y ou giv e him 
all the food y ou hav e—or all 
y ou feel y ou can spare—he may 
not be satisfied. 
Then he 
may 
keep 
coming 
righb after y ou . 
“Actu ally a bear doesn’t mean 
any personal 
harm 
when

Court Cases Used To Test Power 
Of New Alcoholic Beverage Board 


SACRAMENTO (CNS)—Capi­ 
tol observ ers are v iewing with in­ 
terest the operation of a new 
section of law and the constitu ­ 
tion which inv olv es the admin­ 
istration of the alcoholic bev er­ 
age control department, headed 
by Ru ssell S. Mu nro. They hav e 
been for sev eral months. 
U n d e r 
t h e 
constitu tional 
amendment adopted by the peo­ 
ple in 1954, the director of the 
departm ent of Alcoholic Bev er­ 
age Control is giv en wide powers 
in making decisions concerning 
the su spension or rev ocation of 
licenses. An enabling act passed 
by the legislatu re prior to the 
adoption of the amendment su s­ 
tains this power. 


HOWEVER, many legislators 
felt th at v esting too mu ch power 
in one man wou ld negate the 
pu rpose of the new constitu tional 
amendment, so a clau se was writ­ 
ten in prov iding for the alcoholic 
bev erage appeals board. . 
To this board, a licensee who 
has had his license su spended or 
rev oked, may file an appeal. 
Bu t the appeal is only on cer­ 
tain grou nds, inclu ding new ev i­ 
dence, whether the director has 
acted in ex cess of his ju risdic­ 
tion, whether his decision is su p­ 
ported by findings, and whether 
the findings present su bstantial 
ev idence to su pport the decision. 


WHEN THE APPEALS board 
acts on a case, shou ld it decide 
against the 
director, the 
case 
then is not completed, bu t is re­ 
manded back to the director. 
At this point, the decision of 
the appeals board, as it conflicts 
with the decision of the director, 
is not a final decision. In other 
words, the director may go to 
cou rt to u phold his original con­ 
tention, and the holding of the 
appeals board apparently means 


bu t little. 


IN TWO CASES now, Director 
Mu nro 
has 
gone 
to 
su perior 
cou rt in Sacramento cou nty to 
su stain his decision. 
The first case was the rev oca­ 
tion of the license of the Moose 
lodge in Gridley , Bu tte cou nty , 
which Mu nro 
rev oked on 
the 
grou nds the lodge was m aintain­ 
ing a pu blic bar instead of obser­ 
v ing the ru les and req u irements 
of the lodge’s clu b license. 
In 
this case, the appeals board held 
that Mu nro acted in ex cess of 
his ju risdiction. 
The second case, which has 
ju st gone to su perior cou rt, in­ 
v olv es a 15-day su spension im­ 
posed by Mu nro against the op­ 
erators of the Shamrock Cafe, in 
Pittsbu rg. 
The operators, Pearl 
V. and Edgar A. Moss, were ac­ 
cu sed of selling beer to minor 
girls last Ju ly . 


MUNRO 
HAS 
characterized 
the appeals board rev ersal of 
his decision to su spend the li­ 
cense for 15 day s as “arbitrary 
and an abu se of its discretion.” 
He has asked Sacramento cou nty 
su perior cou rt to issu e a writ of 
mandate against the board, com­ 
pelling it to rev erse itself. 
Both of these cases cou ld be­ 
come test cases to establish prin­ 
ciples of law, more clearly de­ 
fining the au thorities of both the 
director and the appeals board. 
Howev er, officials of the de­ 
partm ent said they do not know 
as y et whether the cases will go 
to the state su preme cou rt or 
not, probably not u ntil the de­ 
cisions are issu ed by Sacramento 
Su perior Cou rt. 
As the law regu lating alcoholic 
bev erage control is new, in ef­ 
fect only since Janu ary 1 of this 
y ear, it is q u ite possible that 
definitiv e action may be sou ght 
from the state’s high cou rt.

Khrushchev, Molotov Show Split 


In Their 
'Op en in g 
Up' To West 


At the Fou rth ef Ju ly party , 
Khru shchev c om p l a i n e d t o 
Walmsley th at the W estern press 
wr.s specu lating too mu ch abou t 
why the Sov iet Union was taking 
a new line: 
“They pay little attention to 
what we say and prefer to read 
tea leav es.” 


T hat is not q u ite tru e. We are 
pay ing the closest attention to 
ev ery word they say . Bu t what 
they hav e not y et said is why 
they hav e changed, why they 
now think their new “decisions” 
are, as Khru shchev said at the 
garden party , “the only right de­ 
cisions.” 


And, last bu t not least, they 
hav e not said why he and the 
other dignitaries talk big poli­ 
tics at garden parties. It was 
nev er like th at before. 


I MAY BE pay ing too mu ch 
attention to the tea leav es bu t 
it seems to me th at tnere is a 
difference 
between 
Molotov , 
opening u p a bit as he did when 
he was 
in 
this 
cou ntry , and 
Khru shchev opening u p when 
he goes to a party . 


Molotov ’s new way s fitted v ery 
well the theory th at there is a 
new tactical policy in the Krem ­ 
lin. He was more open than he 
had ev er been before bu t nev er 
so wide open bu t th at he cou ld 
close u p again at any moment. 
W ith Khru shchev , it does not 
somehow seem like that. 


MOLOTOV, 
BESIDES 
being 
an old Bolshev ik, 
is a 
highly 
trained diplomatist in the old 
Ru ssian By zantine sty le. K hru sh­ 
chev , by contrast, play s himself 
rather than a role. He acts as a 
man might be ex pected to act 
if he had been immersed in the 
ingrown life of the Commu nist 
party —who is u nu sed to dealing 
with foreigners and is not mu ch 
aware of how things look to for­ 
eigners, who has no habit of 
su btlety 
or 
complication, 
and 
who goes ou t to get what he is 
ou t to get. 


THE 
C O N TRAST 
between 
Molotov 
and Khru shchev has 
brou ght back to my mind a talk 
I had with the late May or Reu ­ 
ter of West Berlin. It was in the 
early spring of 1953, a few weeks 
after the death of Stalin, and 
May er Reu ter, who had once 
been a Commu nist leader and 
was still in contact with Com­ 
m u nist officials in East Berlin, 
was q u ite 
certain 
th at 
there 
wou ld be a great change in the 
Sov iet Union. 


W ith Stalin gone, said Reu ter, 
there is no one ex cept Molotov 
left of the generation th at made 
the Bolshev ik rev olu tion of 1918. 
The men who will now be the 
ru lers hav e grown u p in the So­ 
v iet Union. They know what the 
war cost the cou ntry . They are 
prou d of what the Sov iet Union 
has won as a resu lt of the war. 
They look inward, and they pay 
only lip serv ice to the old rev o­ 
lu tionary ideals. 


I KNOW MANY of them, said 
Reu ter, and they are m aterial­ 
ists in a literal way th at the old 
Bolshev ik cru saders and conspir­ 
ators nev er were. This new gen­ 
eration wants 
to 
dev elop 
the 
cou ntry , and to make money , 
and to enjoy personally the m a­ 
terial pleasu res of better liv ing. 
They do not want to die or to 
make sacrifices for the sake of 
the comrade in foreign cou ntries. 


This is not a literal report of 
what May or Reu ter said th at 
ev ening in Washington. Bu t it is 
the point of what he said. I was 
deeply impressed when I heard 
it 
becau se 
it 
corresponds 
so 
closely with the fact th at in 


other rev olu tions the original 
rev olu tionary deal has almost 
nev er, if ev er, ou tlasted the orig­ 
inal generation 
of 
rev olu tion­ 
ists. 


The present ru ling oligarchy in 
Moscow belongs to this new gen­ 
eration. If Reu ter’s theory was 
right, they wou ld be more m a­ 
terialistic, more i s ol a t i on i s t , 
more tu rned inward, less, adv en­ 
tu rou s, less conspiratorial, less 
zealou s, than the generation of 
Lenin and Stalin. 


READING

some more, I am reminded of 
a 
talk which I had almost two 
y ears ago with a high Eu ropean 
diplomatic official 
who 
knows 
Ru ssia—before 
and 
after 
the 
rev olu tion — as few Westerners 
hav e known it. He too thou ght 
the death of Stalin opened u p a 
new chapter, and he predicted 
th at in the Ru ssian rev olu tion 
as in so many others the army 
officers wou ld be the su ccessors 
of the original rev olu tionists. 


Why not the hierarchy of the 
Commu nist party , I asked him. 
Becau se, he said, the Party will 
lose 
its 
original rev olu tionary 
zeal, which is w hat has bou nd 
it together, whereas the army , 
which is cov ered with glory from 
the war, will be the local point 
of the national feelings of the 
Ru ssian peoples. 


And what, I then asked him, 
does that mean for the West? I 
think it will mean, he said, th at 
they will take no seriou s mili­ 
tary risk in order to ex pand the 
Commu nist orbit and th at they 
will make no concessions which 
diminish the strategic secu rity 
that they gained from the war. 


KHRUSHCHEV at the garden 
party seemed to me to be say ing 
something of th at sort when he 
told Walmsley th at something 
wou ld come of the Genev a meet­ 
ing if the West talked “to u s 
h on e s t l y 
and 
sincerely 
as 
eq u als.” He was concerned with 
tbe nation in the West, which 
Du lles has been adv ertising, th at 
the Sov iet Union is leading from 
weakness. 


Being talked to as an “eq u al** 
means to him, it wou ld seem, be­ 
ing talked to on the assu mption 
th at both sides are v ery strong, 
and 
th at their ov er-all war- 
making powers are eq u al, th at if 
to say th at they are in balance. 
It wou ld 
be better for ou r 
cau se if Du lles resisted the temp­ 
tation to boast abou t ou r, su perior 
strength, and if instead he act­ 
ed u pon the assu mption th at 
there is a balance of power. Then 
the negotiations cou ld proceed 
on the principle th at there mu st 
be two eq u al sides to v ery bar­ 
gain, and th at for ev ery q u id 
there mu st be a q u o. 


THESE ARE NOT obv iou s and 
easy m atters to ju dge — to know 
whether something gained her« 
is really worth something giv en 
u p there. Bu t in the field of ar­ 
maments, which will be a prin­ 
cipal su bject of the later nego­ 
tiations, the risks can be kept 
to a minimu m by pu tting aside 
for the present the notion of 
limiting the size of the military 
establishment, and of concen­ 
trating at first on the problem 
of their deploy ment 
and 
their 
mobilization. It is one thing to 
redu ce forces at the 
point 
of 
highest tension in the world, and 
q u ite another thing to disband 
these forces. 


It will be possible to negotiate 
with more confidence and with 
more boldness abou t the regu la­ 
tion of armaments if at thi* 
stage nothing decisiv e and ir­ 
reparable is done toward actu al 
disarmament.

In Cosumnes 


Proves Worth 


A new type fish screen installed 
on an irrigation diversion in the 
Cosumnes River in 
Sacramento 
County, has proved its worth in 
preventing loss of downstream m i­ 
grating king salmon, the Depart­ 
ment of Fish and Game reported. 
During an overnight test near 
the end of the downstream run, 
nearly 
200 
salmcn 
fingerlings 
were found to have been screened 
from the irrigation ditch, and re­ 
turned to the river. 
The screen, designed by Ernest 
Murphy 
of 
the 
Department’s 
screen and ladder section, is cable 
operated. It is self-cleaning and 
has a gate which automatically 
opens in case the screen becomes 
clogged and the irrigation flow re­ 
duced. 
The Department estimates that 
during the height of the run, sev­ 
eral 
thousand 
fingerlings 
were 
saved from the irrigations ditches 
each day. 


Nimrods Get 
Ready For 
Deer Season 


The Northern California coastal 
area deer season which includes 
M arin, will open on August 6 and 
close September 18, inclusive. 
Every “ Davy Crockett' in M arin 
County is making preparations for 
the opening of deer season. 
Reports from every section of 
the state are good and hunting 
should be excellent. 
Last year was the best deer seas­ 
on on record and this year should 
prove as good as last. 
Remember—you 
need 
a 
state 
hunting license and deer tags be­ 
fore you can proceed to hunt. The 
bag lim it is 2 bucks, forked horns 
or better. 
Hunting 
areas 
in 
M arin 
are 
scarce, so the best way to be sure 
of a place to hun*. in to join a deer 
club. There are a great many 
hunting clubs in M arin and to 
join one is one way of being sure 
of a place to hunt. 
By all means be careful of fire 
wherever you hunt. Don’t take any 
chances—put out your campfire 
and smoke only in safe areas. 
The high Sierra season will op­ 
en September 24 and close on Oc­ 
tober 30 inclusive. 
In general, California deer herds 
passed the 1954-55 winter in fair­ 
ly good shape, although there was 
scattered die-offs, Department of 
Fish and Game reports show. 
On 
many winter ranges, 
the 
herds were forced to feed almost 
entirely on shrubs, resulting in 
widespread over-browsing of bet­ 
ter food plants. Unusually cold 
weaiher delayed the growth of 
grass. 
Fortunately 
sn o w 
conditions 
were not severe, and deer remained 
scattered and did not suffer from 
the serious food shortages asso­ 
ciated with winter concentrations. 
Snow 
on 
the 
northern 
and 
northeastern ranges was far below 
normal, which lessened the effect 
of the cold weather in those re 
gions. 
Deer taken on crop damage per­ 
mits in 1954 totaled 1,512. This was 
an increase of 40 per cent over the 
900 permits issued in 1953, and up 
63 per cent over 563 permits is 
sued in 1952. This increase in deer 
damage complaints from agricul­ 
tural areas reflects the high levels 
reached by California’s deer popu­ 
lation ever the past two years.

State Crews 
Save Many 
Young Fish 


Department of Fish and Game 
crews have rescued thousands of 
young salmon and steelhead which 
were stranded in drying streams 
on 
their downstream 
migration 
last month. 
Tempo of the rescue work, which 
often results in saving of more 
than a million salmon and steel­ 
head fingerlings a year, will be 
stepped up this month as more 
and more streams either dry up or 
fall to levels which w ill not sup­ 
port the donwstream migration. 
Biggest rescue operation of the 
past month was at Uvas Creek in 
Santa Clara County, a tributary to 
the Pajaro River. More than 100,- 
000 steelhead fingerlings were res­ 
cued and planted in live streams. 
Some 40.000 of these were taken 
to the Mokelumne River. 
A sizeable rescue took place on 
Toomes and Dye Creeks in Teha­ 
ma 
County, where 80,000 
King 
salmon fingerlings were saved and 
planted in the Sacramento River. 


The Cedar Creek Experimental 
station, which will raise yearling 
steelhead trout on an experiment­ 
al basis, opened April 11, according 
according to the Department of 
Fish and Game. 
Located on Cedar Creek near 
Leggett in Mendocino County, the 
installation 
will 
rear 
steelhead 
hatched from eggs collected at 
Snow Mountain egg taking station 
on. the Eel River. 
The station is designed to pro­ 
duce large numbers of steelhead 
averaging between 6 and 7 inches 
in length. Each year these fish 
w ill be market by fin clipping and 
released into the South Fork of 
the Eel River to see if its practical 
to augment the steelhead run of 
the river in this manner. Ultim ate 
capacity of the hatchery w ill be 


about 240,000 fish, to be planted 
during time of normal downstream 
migration. 
“This will definitely not be a 
catchable trout operation,” said 
Alex Calhoun, department inland 
fisheries chief. “We hope that the 
steelhead we plant will migrate 
to the ocean and show up In the 
anglers’ 
creels 
as 
big 
sea1run 
steelies several years later.” 
Cedar 
Creek 
Station 
will 
be 
closely tied in with the depart­ 
ment’s 
long 
range 
anadromous 
trout 
and salmon 
investigation. 
This study, financed by Dingell- 
Johnson federal aid to fish res­ 
toration funds, seeks to determine 
the most effective methods of in­ 
creasing the runs of salmon, steel­ 
head and cutthrout trout in Cali­ 
fornia’s coastal streams.

should prevent most boating acci­ 
dents. 
1. Avoid overloading boats. Sm all 
boats 
are 
particularly unwieldy 
when overloaded. A good rule is 
only three persons in boats less 
than 14 feet long. 
2. Never stand up in a small 
boat. 
3. Avoid fast water, riffles, and 
whirlpool areas. Stay away from 
dams, 
pilings, 
large 
rocks 
and 
trees when in fast water. Any 
boat forced against an obstruction 
by action of the current is almost 
sure to capsize. 
4. Always has a life jacket for 
each person. Unless you are an 
excellent swimmer, never enter a 
small boat without first donning 
your life jacket. 
5. Never wear boots or waders 
when riding in a boat. When full 
of water they become dead weight. 
6. When fishing from a small 
boat on a large body of water, go 
ashore immediately when a storm 
threatens or the wind begins to 
blow. 
7. If caught in storm on open 
water, run motor at slow speed 
and angle across the waves. Sit in 
bottom of boat for better stability. 
8. When ocean fishing, stay away 
from the breaker line! 
9. If the boat capsizes, hang on 
to the overturned boat if possible. 
It is safe than swimming and an 
overturned boat is easier to spot 
by rescuers than a swimming per­ 
son. 
10. Stay away from swimming 
areas, and don’t be an aquatic 
hot-rodder.

Warren Nute estimated that their 
combined properties add up to 472 
acres, or rougly 15.5 per ce§t of 
the 3,037 acres to be assessed. 
PLAN CHALLENGED 
District directors expressed par­ 
ticular concern over ths protest 
voiced by Attorney Robert Huber 
representing the Anderson & Rowe 
interests. Huber challenged the 
district’s contention that his cli­ 
ents’ property can accomodate 974 
dwellings. He introduced the topo­ 
graphical report of a private en­ 
gineer who claims that only 6.2 
homes can be fitted into the area, 
and suggested that the $121,055 as­ 
sessment facing his clients in in­ 
equitable. 
Hugh Allen, attorney for Pim- 
ental, protested what he called “an 
unreasonable and unjust assess­ 
ment” of $53,000 that threatens 
to put Pimental out of his dairy 
operation. Allen charged that the 
assessment is based on the poten­ 
tial subdivision value of the land 
and the amount constitute* “pure 
speculation” on the future use of 
the land. Since the property bor­ 
ders land that has been “con­ 
demned” by the 
Air Force be­ 
cause it lies within the flight pat­ 
tern of Hamilton Air Force Base, 
it is highly probably said Allen, 
that “this purley grazing land” 
will never be sold as subdivision 
land. 
If the assessment wers to be cut 
In half “to say $25,000, Allen sug- 


gested, that would be a “reason­ 
able” amount. 
DEMANDS EXCLUSION 
John King, attorney for Clar­ 
ence Leveroni demanded that the 
29-acre Leveroni property be ex­ 
cluded from the assessment dis­ 
trict since most of the land lies 
below the elevation required by 
the county planning commission 
for subdivision development. “It is 
“marshland” King told the board, 
“that would cost from $3,000 to 
$6,000 to fill.” 
Northwestern Pacific Railroad, 
protesting the sewage treatment 
plant by letter, claimed that its 
assessment for the project is “dis-

NOVATO SEWER 
BOARD SETS 
$7.75 TAX RATE 
Novato Sanitary District last 
night set the district tax rate 
at $1.15 per $100 assessed val­ 
uation for the new fiscal year. 
The rate is 37 cents higher 
than last year's 78-cent tax 
but three cents below that 
originally anticipated. 
The tax rates is based on a 
$37,975 budget approved by 
district directors last night. 
A breakdown of the tax rate 
discloses that the operating 
tax will remain as before at 
60 cents. Fourteen cents will 
go for interest and old bond 
retirement. New bonds author­ 
ized by the March 7 sewage 
treatment plant election ac­ 
count for 41 cents of the tax 
rate. 


Because of a slash in the 
state subsidy to child centers 
the Sausalito School Board last 
night questioned advisability of 
continued s u p p o r t to the 
Marin Child Care Center and 
asked for suggestions from the 
Marin City Tenants Council 
on continuing the program. 
The state’s previous subsidy 
of 32 to 39 cents an hour to 
the centers has been cut to 26 
cents by legislation recently 
signed by Gov. Goodwin J. 
Knight, the board learned. 
Designed to care for children 
of working mothers, the Marin 
Child Care Center enrolled an 
average of 39 youngsters daily 
last year for a total operating ex­ 
pense of $16,829. 
A financial report prepared by 
the district’s bookkeeping depart­ 
ment and read by Supt. Clifford L. 
Boyle showed this picture: 
If the center is in operation next 
year for the same period of time 
as it was 
during 
the 
past 12 
months, it will produce $11,715 in 
revenue according to the cost of 
26 cents-an-hour. 
This total revenue 
would be 
nearly $4,500 less than the expected 
cost of operation. 
Even if the Marin Housing Au­ 
thority would grant free rent to 
the center and eliminate the $2,200 
expenditure of last year, the pro­ 
gram would have a deficit of about 
$2,300, Boyle said. 
“If we go on with the program,” 
he pointed out, “We’ll have to find 
some way of making up that de­ 
ficit.” 
Under 
questioning 
by 
board 
members, Boyle said the district 
could levy a tax up to five cents 
per each $100 of assessed property 
valuation to support the 
pro­ 
gram. He said some districts in the 
state were now taxing residents 
for the program. 
“This thing started out as a 
state program,” remarked Board 
Chairman Robert Rogers. 
“Then 
we brought the parents in and 
now we’re getting close to bringing 
in the school district. Pretty soon 
it will be someone else.” 
Boyle pointed out that parents 
who bring children to the center 
are asked to 
pay 
according to 
their abilities. Parents’ contribu­ 
tions run from six cents to 39 cents 
an hour with the state making up 
the difference between the parents’ 
contribution and the cost of 32 
cents an hour for children older 
than 4 and 39 cents for children 
under 4. 
Ultimately, the board decided to 
explain the situation in a letter 
to the Marin City Tenants Council 
and asked for its recommendation 
before Aug. 1, when the budget 
and tax rate of the district must 
be adopted. 


Hal B. Hayes & Associates bounced back into the 
Marin City redevelopment picture yesterday with a 
firm warning to county housing commissioners that 
the rescission of a contract with Hayes won’t be 
recognized. 
The bombshell warning came in a letter from 
Hayes’ attorney, John Michael McCormick of Los 
Angeles, during the regular meeting of the Marin 
Housing Authority. 


In the letter, McCormick bluntly stated that 
Hayes would “not consider nor consent to any alter­ 
ation or amendments” to the contract signed by 
Hayes and housing commissioners. 
(The contract between Hayes and the county for 
redevelopment of Marin City and Hilarita, arrived 
at after months of negotiations, was ordered voided 
last February by the U. S. Public Housing Admin­ 


istration on threat of refusing transfer of the prop­ 
erty if the contract existed. Subsequently the hous­ 
ing commission rescinded the contract.) 
McCormick’s letter continued by requesting in­ 
formation as to when Marin City and Hilarita 
housing projects would be relinquished by the fed­ 
eral government “so my client can proceed with op­ 
eration, maintenance and redevelopment” of the 
projects. 
Worried commissioners considered the warning 
“a last effort” to recover expenses incurred in the 
attempt to acquire the property. Commissioners said 
they had heard estimates that Hayes’ expenses ran 
from $21,000 to $35,000. 
The housing commission voted to deny the claims 
of the attorney. A copy of the letter was sent to the 
Marin Board of Supervisors.

Second Suit 
Filed In 
Lodge Fire 


The second lawsuit alleging in­ 
juries and damages suffered in 
The Lodge fire March 19, in which 
eight persons were killed, has been 
filed in Marin Superior Court. 
Mrs. Helen E. Markwalder, 43, 
a secretary at Hamilton Air Force 
Base and second floor resident of 
the house, is asking $54,820 in gen­ 
eral and particular damages which 
she claims she suffered. 
Her suit, filed yesterday, alleges 
she suffered first and second de­ 
gree burns on her legs and arm 
fractures of three vertebrae, suf 
fered when she jumped to safety 
scratches, bruises, s h o c k 
and 
sprains. 
She is asking for $983 for medi­ 
cal expenses, $837 for loss of three 
months salary, $3,000 in clothing 
and personal property and $50,000 
general damages . 
The suit names the property 
owner, Arnold Leonhard, and The 
Lodge operators, Jerry and Julia 
Harrigan, as defendants, charging 
they maintained no fire warning 
system and inadequate fire es­ 
capes. 
The suit was filed by Mrs. Ma:*k- 
walder’s attorney, Edward M. Di- 
g&rdi of Oakland. 
The first suit stemming from 
the disaster was filed last Thurs­ 
day by Marcus W. Took, San Ra­ 
fael upholsterer, who asked for 
more than $19,000 damages. 


William Poulopoulos’ plans for

“There are still a lot of obstac­ 
les,” commented Poulopoulos at ter

mendations. If 
Poulopoulos re­ 
ceives a final go-ahead, he said 
construction could begin in the 
next two months. 
RESIDENTS PROTEST 
Yesterday, 19 residents in the 
Hacienda Terrace area signed let­

plans. Bases of the protest* were 
that the center would be a detri­ 
ment to the residential neighbor­

Iowa Tot Found Slain 


After Bedtime Abduction 


SIOUX CITY, Iowa (/P) — A 
chubby 
2-year-old 
girl 
plucked 
from her crib by an apparent sex 
degenerate, was found raped and 
slain in a farm field yesterday. 
Police 
3aid they were without 
clues in the abduction-slaying of 
curly haired Donna Sue Davis, de­ 
scribed by neighbors as "the dar­ 
ling of the neighborhood.’’ 
The pajama-clad daughter of 
Mr. and Mrs. Jam es Davis was 
lifted from her crib within min­ 
utes after her mother had tucked 
her in for the night Sunday. 
About this time neighbors re­ 
ported seeing a young man prowl­ 
ing about the Davis’ modest duplex 
home. 
SAVAGE BEATING 
The 
crumpled body, 
savagely 
beaten about the head, was found 
alongside a ditch at the edge of 
a cornfield on the Ernest Oehlerk- 
ing farm near South Sioux City, 
Neb., just across the Missouri River 
from here. 
The child’s pink pajam a tops 
were wound around her neck. Her 
diaper, rubber pants and pajama 
bottoms were picked up by Oeh- 
lerking three-fourths of a mile 
down the country road. 
Police said her clothing was 
bloodstained and she “definitely 
had been raped.” 
Dr. Thomas L. Coriden, coroner, 
said the girl was killed by a severe 
blow on the head. He confirmed 
she had been sexually assaulted. 
She had been dead 10 to 12 hours 
when found, he said. 
Police picked up one man for 
questioning 
yesterday 
but 
em­ 
phasized it was only a “routine 
arrest* 
Until the body was found, police 
called Donna’s disappearance a 
“motiveless kidnaping” since Davis, 
a railroad clerk, is of modest 
means. 
Authorities have been seeking a 
slender, T-shirted man, who was 
seen running with a bundle from 
the Davis house at the time Donna 
vanished. 
Laif Fjeldos pursued the man 
down an alley but didn’t catch 
him. The Fjeldos dog's barking 


warned of the intruder. 
George Berger, who lives next 
door to the Davises, saw a man 
cross through a hedge near the 
duplex minutes after Donna was 
tucked in bed. 
None suspected any impending 
tragedy until Mrs. Davis screamed. 
Davis, who had started to retire, 
then noticed the crib was empty 
except for Donna’s teddy bear and 
rubber doll. A screen was missing 
from the window. 
N e i g h b o r s , authorities. Boy 
Scouts and national guardsmen 
failed to find the girl. 


The body was found by Mrs. 
Ernest Oehlerking, her sister-in- 
law, Mrs. William Oehlerking. and 
their children. Stalks of waist 
high corn were broken, indicating 
the body had been thrown into 
the field. 
A nearby farmer said he heard 
a car turn around and drive away 
at high speed near the Oehlerking 
farm about midnight Sunday. The 
Oehlerkings were 
away at the 
time. 
The grief-stricken Davises, par 
ents of an older son and daughter, 
planned funera1 services for Donna 
at 9 a. m. tomorrow.

The government leased Brady a 
three-story, eight-bedroom, four- 
fireplace mansion for a total rental 
of $1—until such time as the prop­ 
erty was needed for a Veterans 
Administration hospital. 
The VA long since 
canceled 
plans to build the hospital and 
Brady figures the lease entitles 
him to continue living rent-free in 
the house with 2% baths, sun 
room, library, maid’s suite, living 
room, dining room, kitchen, break­ 
fast 
room, 
pantry, 
refrigerator 
room, basement recreation room, 
laundry, storerooms and two fur­ 
naces. 
The government brought suit 
yesterday to evict Brady, contend- i 
ing the lease “does not express the j 
true intent of the parties as to 
its legal effect,” and that the VA 
officer who approved it “exceeded 
his authority.” 
The lease gives Brady “the right 
and privilege to occupy all of the 
said premises until Jan. 1, 1950, 
and thereafter on a month-to- 
month basjs until such time as the 
premises are, in the opinion of the 
United States of America or any 


agency thereof, actually needed for 
the purpose for which purchased 
. . . ” The purpose was the hospital. 
It also said $1 “shall be in full 
payment of all rental during the 
term of occupancy.” 
The government had purchased 
the house from Brady, a retired 
Erie Railroad Co. official, for about 
$31,000. It was one of 14 large 
houses purchased for the hospital 
site. Only Brady’s contract con­ 
tained the lease clause. The others 
are rented to the highest bidder. 
The house, on a 91-by-270-foot 
lot, has been appraised at $67,857. 
In its suit the government said 
it “has requested that the prem­ 
ises be vacated but has been re­ 
fused.”

“The vacancy situation is quite j 
a problem at Marin City,”

Housing Authority of the County 
of Marin was told yesterday.

State's Transit Lines 


Report Drop In Income 


SAN FRANCISCO (¿PV-Califor­ 
nia’s mass transit lines are suffer­ 
ing a steady drop in both passen­ 
gers and income, the State Public 
Utilities Commission says. 
The PUC said yesterday that 15 
metropolitan transit firms carried 
8.7 per cent fewer passengers and 
took in 3.1 per cent less revenue 
last April than for the same time 
last year. 
Commission figures showed that 
Stockton City Lines suffered the 
greatest loss—a 197 per cent drop 
in passengers and a 10 per cent 
decrease in passenger ’•evenue. 
The only company reporting 
better 
patronage was 
Pacific 
Greyhound—a 1.4 per cent In­ 
crease in passengers other than 
commute service. Its revenue in­ 
creased 1.5 per cent for suburban 
and 3.5 for general passengers. 
But its commute operations in 
the San Francisco Bay Area 
dropped .9 per cent, the PUC 


said. 
Transbay operations of the Key 
System showed a 11.3 per cent 
drop in passengers and 8 per cent 
in revenue. For Key’s local lines, 
the decrease was 6.2 per cent in 
passengers and 2.5 per cent in 
revenue. 
The PUC figures showed the fol­ 
lowing decreases in passengers and 
revenue for these other lines: 
Fresno City Lines, 10.5 per cent 
and 9.7; Sacramento City Lines, 
11.6 and 1.2; San Jose City Lines, 
6.9 and no change; Peerless Stages, 
5.4 and 1.2.

Crisis At Geneva 


(W ill the Soviet Union deal with 
strength or w eakness a t G eneva? 
W illiam L. R yan, A ssociated Press 
foreign news analyst, h as m ade a 
thorough study of the factors that 
will weigh upon Prem ier B u lga­ 
nin.)

At G eneva M arshal Nikolai Alex­ 
androvich B ulgan in will be figh t­ 
ing a desperate and perhaps de­ 
cisive battle to save world com ­ 
m unism from decay and ruin. 


T he W estern world, led by the 
U nited States, is within reach of 
an historic victory. It m ay be slow 
and unspectacular in developing, 
hut it can m ean there is hope for 
a real and lastin g peace. 
T h e silent ally of the W est in all 
th is is 
the 
ordinary, 
everyday 
Ivan, the Jo h n Sm ith of R ussia. 
B ulganin, strictly a political gen­ 
eral, personifies the dilem m a of 
the general sta ff of com m unism . 
At G eneva, B ulgan in cannot attack 
w ithout solidifying the free world’s 
resistance to the Soviet Union. He 
cannot retreat w ithout the danger 
of h astening com m unism ’s decay. 


N O T OWN M A ST E R 
B ulganin will not be his own 
m aster. N ikita S. K rushchev, the 
Soviet Com m unist boss, will be 
looking over one shoulder, repre­ 
senting the fears and am bitions of 
world com m unism . Looking over 
the other will be Ivan. 
Com m unism is in a pickle. The 
U S S R is its ideological anchor, its 
m ecca, its never center. I t m ay 
lose th at anchor as one o f the 
long range results of the G eneva 
conference. 
T he U nited S tates seem s to be 
proceeding on the assum ption the 
R u ssian s’ recent m oves are forced, 
and th at they are truly anxious to 
talk about arm s reduction. T h at is 
a good guess, an d Ivan seem s to 
be behind it. 
K rushchev seem s indignant at 
the idea Moscow moves 
spran g 
from sheer necessity. B u t Ivan, 
along with a rising generation of 
im patient 
young 
Soviet techno­ 
crats, had m uch to do w ith forcing 
K rush ch ev’s hand. 


CO NCERN W ITH IVAN 
T he course of Soviet policy in 
two p ost-Stalin years h as reflected 
growing concern with w hat Ivan 
h as been thinking an d dream ing. 
T o understand the situation it is 
necessary to review events of the 
last two years: 
Stalin , who could push all bu t­ 
tons a t once and control every 
aspect of Soviet life, died M arch 
5, 1953. Nobody w as big enough to 
succeed him . By com m on consent, 
in a form of self protection, 
his 
heirs form ed a “ collective leader­ 
ship.” A sh arp struggle for power 
was a certainty. T hose who ruled 
had to woo the widest support. 
T he collective 
under 
Prem ier 
G eorgi M alenkov prom ised m any 
things. W ithin two or three years, 
it told Ivan, there would be an 
am ple supply of good th ings for 
the people—refrigerators, vacuum 
cleaners, good radio and television 
sets, good clothing and shoes, no 
m ore food shortages. 
F or the first tim e the Soviet 
leadership took a fran k look a t its 
economy. Even by Soviet accounts 
it w as sadly laggard in a m odem 
world. 
NO O V ER N IG H T CH AN G E 
T h is w as not going to be ch an g­ 
ed overnight, nor w as it going to 
be changed 
without 
sacrificing 
som e of S talin ’s concentration on 
“ production of the m eans of pro­ 
duction,” m eaning all for heavy 
industry. B u t the Soviet public a c ­ 
cepted the prom ises with enthusi­ 
asm . 
B u t the situation posed a dil­ 
em m a. 
The M alenkov regim e walked: a 
tightrope, trying to keep the hea‘vy 
lndustary sector in tact while push­ 
ing the consum er program . 
T he tightrope broke. M alenkov

are a num ber of causes for crossed 
eyes. D ifferent m ethods of cor­ 
rection are necessary for each type. 
It is ju st as sign ifican t if one 
eye turns out as it is if it turns 
in. N orm al eyes should work to­ 
gether, aim , follow and ad ju st for 
the position and distance of an 
object. If they do not work to­ 
gether, one eye will lose, or fail 
to develop vision. T h is is why im ­ 
m ediate attention is so im portant. 
The degree of vision lost is som e­ 
w hat related to the age when the 
eyes crossed. 
An eye which turns out is more 
likely to be neglected th an one 
turning in. T h is turning often oc­ 
curs when the child is tired or 
em otionally 
disturbed. A t 
other 
tim es the eyes will appear straight, 
but th is does not m ean th at the 
eyes then function a s they should. 
Sooner or later this child will 
have trouble in school, or he m ay 
have considerable visual fatigue 
if he studies hard.

Fairfax Rejects All 
Bids For Road Job 


Bids to straighten and widen 
Bolinas road in Fairfax from Sher­ 
man avenue to the Cascades were 
rejected last night by the city 
council, which asked for new bids 
to be submitted for the council’s 
Aug. 8 meeting. 
Estimate for the job by City

and Hayes’ attorney.

Hayes group to explain terms of 
the property appraisals and to de­ 
tail terms of a new contract be­ 
tween Marin County and the U. S. 
Public Housing Administration. 
Commission attorney Guy Ciocca 
advised the group to continue with 
its planning as though it had never 
received the letter. He reminded 
the commissioners that in accept­ 
ing the land from the Public Hous­ 
ing Administration last, week the 
commission had agreed to rescind 
the Hayes contract. 
He added a belief that the ori­ 
ginal contract with Hayes had 
three provisions which would jus­ 
tify its withdrawal by the county. 
The provisions Ciocca said were: 
1. The federal government must 
approve of the sale before it was 
completed. The federal government 
didn’t approve and that killed the 
contract, the attorney said. 
2. The housing commission could 
not be held for damages resulting 
from actions of the federal govern­ 
ment. Here, Ciocca said, the gov­ 
ernment denied the contract so the 
commission can’t be held account­ 
able. 
3. Hayes reserved the right to 
approve the contract for purchase 
of the project by the housing au­ 
thority from the federal govern­ 
ment.

Ike Goes To Summit Meet 
Backed By Nation United 


President Eisenhower will take with him 
to the Big Four conference at Geneva next 
Monday, a very unsecret weapon—an almost 
unparalleled 
bipartisanship 
in 
foreign 
policy. 
This was illustrated as Democratic and 
Republican leaders of Congress met at the 
W hite House today to consult on the po­ 
sition the United States will take at the 
“summit'’ meetings. 
Neither President Eisenhower in the two 
♦ 
sessions of the 83rd Congress, nor his two 
Democratic predecessors had enjoyed such 
uniform support on foreign policy. 
Only 
one major administration proposal on for­ 
eign affairs has been defeated thus far—the 
President’s so-called “atoms-for-peace” ship— 
and that perhaps only temporarily, and only 
by £ one-vote margin in the Senate. 
Chairman Styles H. Bridges (R., N. H.,) 
of the Senate Republican Policy Committee 
last week was full of praise for the work of 
ailing Senate Ma jority Leader Lyndon John­ 
son (D., Tex.) 
He predicted that Johnson’s 
incapacitating illness would increase “bi­ 
partisan cooperation” and speed the ad­ 
journm ent of Congress. 
Johnson and Senate Republican Leader 
William F. Knowland (R., Calif.) had work­ 
ed together to obtain a smashing adminis­ 
trative victory in regard to the Geneva 
meeting. 
T hat was the 77 to 4 margin by 
which the Senate in June rejected the reso­ 
lution of Sen. Joseph R. McCarthy (R., Wis.) 
demanding that the President call off the 
meeting unless the U.S.S.R. agreed in ad­ 
vance to discuss “the present and future 
status” of Communist-controlled countries. 
Only three Senators—William E. Jenner 


(Ind.), George W. Maline (Nev.), and W il­ 
liam Langer (X. D.), all Republicans and all 
generally 
regarded 
as 
isolationists—voted 
with McCarthy. 
The administration's foreign policy suc­ 
cess at the 1955 session has been the more 
notable in the Senate. 
Witness the follow- 
ing roll call votes on major treaties: Defense 
Treaty with Nationalist China, 65 to 6; 
Southeast Asia Defense Treaty, 82 to 1; West 
German Defense (Paris) Protocols, 6 to 2; 
Austria State (Peace) Treaty, 63 to 3. 
On 
the aggregate voting on all four treaties, 
only five “Nay” votes were cast by the Demo­ 
cratic “opposition”—and those all against the 
somewhat controversial treaty with Nation­ 
alist China. 
On giving the President a free hand in 
the defense of Formosa, the Senate vote was 
85 to 3. Previously the Senate had rejected, 
73 to 13, a proposal to bar U. S. defense of 
the islands off the Chinese mainland. 
On the $3 billion plus foreign aid authori­ 
zation which cleared Congress last week, the 
vote on passage in the Senate 59 to 18. The 
vote in the House on foreign aid (passage) 
wras 273 to 128, with more Republicans (77) 
than Democrats (51) opposed. 
The only threat to the president’s foreign 
affairs program in the House had come on 
the three-year reciprocal trade extension, as 
much a matter of domestic economy as for­ 
eign policy. 
All of this should give our president the 
strongest possible hand from which to play. 
It should serve notice on our friends and 
foes alike that he speaks not just for the 
administration, but for a nation united be­ 
hind ,him.

Tourists: Here's Handy Guide To 
Bears And How To Handle Them 


GATLINBURG, Tenn. (/P) — 
Bears are having trouble with 
people here in the heart of the 
G reat Smoky Mountains. 
To begin with, the number of 
bears and tourists has increased 
enormously in the last century. 
Fifty years ago no one knew 
for sure how many black bears 
there were in this area. In those 
distant times even the fugitive 
tourist was a m atter of guess. 
/ 
BUT NOW they do know about 
the tourists . . . they figure 2H 
million will come here this sea­ 
son . . . folks hungry for nature. 
And a man who has spent his 
life in the hills estimates there 
will be 1,200 bears here who could 
say “hello!" 
The cold truth, naturally, is 
th at many of these 1,200 bears 


have no desire to associate with 
the 2,500,000 
visitors, 
and 
of 
course the feeling could be m u­ 
tual. 


HOWEVER, 
a 
park 
ranger 
finds this hard to believe. He 
worries th at every visitor will 
find a bear and get himself in 
trouble. 
As of last week the Smoky Na­ 
tional bears had been accused of 
muscling 14 tourists so far this 
year. 


The 
disturbing 
thought 
to 
those of us with reflective minds 
is, “Why should these bears seek 
out tourists and annoy them ?” 
Why are these bears unhap­ 
py? 


BASICALLY, I think they boil 
down to two types:

A. The bad bear. He stands at 
the picnic site, and is lonely and 
hungry. He leers and demands 
his helping, and generally gets 
it, too.

He stands at road­ 
side during the height of the 
tourist season and tries to di­ 
rect them to the wild life they 
are seeking. This gets him mixed 
up. 
But tourists do hold a peculiar 
fascination for bears. Here in 
this great 
national 
park 
this 
rather bothers the forest rangers. 


THEY FEEL a responsibility 
toward both bears and people. 
They know th at people are also 
fascinated by bears. 
And they know one thing m ore: 
“A bear is a wild animal . . . 
can’t be securely bribed . . . is 
still a restless, adventurous and 
exploring creature.” 
So many tourists don’t realize 
this. Because they are in a n a­ 
tional park and perhaps have 
seen a bear in a zoo at home 
they think a bear in the woods 
is a potential buddy. 


HE ISN’T. A bear . . . is a 
bear . . . is a bear . . . is an 
animal th at even here can go up 
to 600 pounds and merely by 
patting you goodby keep you in 
stitches. 
So far no tourists have been 
killed by a bear in this trem en­ 
dous park 
that 
spreads 
from 
North Carolina into Tennessee, 
but many 
have 
been 
cruelly 
mauled. It is almost without ex­ 
ception the result of violating 
a park rule against feeding the 
bears. 


THE TROUBLE with feeding 
a bear is th at after you give him 
all the food you have—or all 
you feel you can spare—he may 
not be satisfied. 
Then he 
may 
keep 
coming 
right* after you. 
“Actually a bear doesn’t mean 
any personal 
harm 
when 
he 
paws you over,” said a mountain 
man drily. “He may merely be 
searching you to be sure you 
aren’t holding out a sandwich on 
him.“ ’

Court Cases Used To Test Power 
Of New Alcoholic Beverage Board 


SACRAMENTO (CNS)—Capi­ 
tol observers are viewing with in­ 
terest the operation of a new 
section of law and the constitu­ 
tion which involves the admin­ 
istration of the alcoholic bever­ 
age control department, headed 
by Russell S. Munro. They have 
been for several months. 
U n d e r 
t h e 
constitutional 
amendment adopted by the peo­ 
ple in 1954, the director of the 
departm ent of Alcoholic Bever­ 
age Control is given wide powers 
in making decisions concerning 
the suspension or revocation of 
licenses. An enabling act passed 
by the legislature prior to the 
adoption of the amendment sus­ 
tains this power. 


HOWEVER, many legislators 
felt th at vesting too much power 
in one man would negate the 
purpose of the new constitutional 
amendment, so a clause was writ­ 
ten in providing for the alcoholic 
beverage appeals board. . 
To this board, a licensee who 
has had his license suspended or 
revoked, may file an appeal. 
But the appeal is only on cer­ 
tain grounds, including new' evi­ 
dence, whether the director has 
acted in excess of his jurisdic­ 
tion, whether his decision is sup­ 
ported by findings, and whether 
the findings present substantial 
evidence to support the decision. 


WHEN THE APPEALS board 
acts on a case, should it decide 
against the 
director, the 
case 
then is not completed, but is re­ 
manded back to the director. 
At this point, the decision of 
the appeals board, as it conflicts 
with the decision of the director, 
is not a final decision. In other 
words, the director may go to 
court to uphold his original con­ 
tention, and the holding of the 
appeals board apparently means 


but little. 


IN TWO CASES now, Director 
Munro 
has 
gone 
to 
superior 
court in Sacramento county to 
sustain his decision. 
The first case was the revoca­ 
tion of the license of the Moose 
lodge in Gridley, Butte county, 
which Munro 
revoked on 
the 
grounds the lodge was m aintain­ 
ing a public bar instead of obser­ 
ving the rules and requirements 
of the lodge’s club license. 
In 
this case, the appeals board held 
th at Munro acted in excess of 
his jurisdiction. 
The second case, which has 
just gone to superior court, in­ 
volves a 15-day suspension im­ 
posed by Munro against the op­ 
erators of the Shamrock Cafe, in 
Pittsburg. 
The operators, Pearl 
V. and Edgar A. Moss, were ac­ 
cused of selling beer to minor 
girls last July. 


MUNRO 
HAS 
characterized 
the appeals board reversal of 
his decision to suspend the li­ 
cense for 15 days as “arbitrary 
and an abuse of its discretion.” 
He has asked Sacramento county 
superior court to issue a writ of 
m andate against the board, com­ 
pelling it to reverse itself. 
Both of these cases could be­ 
come test cases to establish prin­ 
ciples of law, more clearly de­ 
fining the authorities of both the 
director and the appeals board. 
However, officials of the de­ 
partm ent said they do not know' 
as yet whether the cases will go 
to the state supreme court or 
not, probably not until the de­ 
cisions are issued by Sacramento 
Superior Court. 
As the law regulating alcoholic 
beverage control is new, in ef­ 
fect only since January 1 of this 
year, it is quite possible that 
definitive action may be sought 
from the state’s high court.

Schools when he was picked last 
October 
to

House conference. 
Purpose of the current meet­ 
ings is to study educational ills 
in exhaustive detail and consid­ 
er how they may best be 
a t­ 
tained. 
The meetings result from a 
1954 appeal by President Eisen­ 
hower for the most throrough 
study of educational problems 
ever made by the American peo­ 
ple.

this 
country, and 
Khrushchev opening up when 
he goes to a party. 


Molotov’s new ways fitted very 
well the theory th at there is a 
new tactical policy in the Krem­ 
lin. He was more open than he 
had ever been before but never 
so wide open but th at he could 
close up again at any moment. 
W ith Khrushchev, it does not 
somehow seem like that. 


MOLOTOV, 
BESIDES 
being 
an old Bolshevik, 
is 
a 
highly 
trained diplomatist in the old 
Russian Byzantine style. Khrush­ 
chev, by contrast, plays himself 
rather than a role. He acts as a 
man might be expected to act 
if he had been immersed in the 
ingrown life of the Communist 
party—who is unused to dealing 
with foreigners and is not much 
aware of how things look to for­ 
eigners, who has no habit of 
subtlety 
or 
complication, 
and 
who goes out to get w’hat he is 
out to get. 


THE 
C O N TRAST 
between 
Molotov 
and Khrushchev has 
brought back to my mind a talk 
I had with the late Mayor Reu­ 
ter of West Berlin. It was in the 
early spring of 1953, a few weeks 
after the death of Stalin, and 
Mayer Reuter, who had once 
been a Communist leader and 
was still in contact with Com­ 
munist officials in East Berlin, 
was quite 
certain 
th at 
there 
would be a great change in the 
Soviet Union. 


W ith Stalin gone, said Reuter, 
there is no one except Molotov 
left of the generation th at made 
the Bolshevik revolution of 1918. 
The men who will now be the 
rulers have grown up in the So­ 
viet Union. They know what the 
war cost the country. They are 
proud of what the Soviet Union 
has won as a result of the war. 
They look inward, and they pay 
only lip service to the old revo­ 
lutionary ideals. 


I KNOW MANY of them, said 
Reuter, and they are m aterial­ 
ists in a literal way th at the old 
Bolshevik crusaders and conspir­ 
ators never were. This new gen­ 
eration wants 
to 
develop 
the 
country, and to make money, 
and to enjoy personally the m a­ 
terial pleasures of better living. 
They do not want to die or to 
make sacrifices for the sake of 
the comrade in foreign countries. 


This is not a literal report of 
what Mayor Reuter said th at 
evening in Washington. But it is 
the point of what he said. I was 
deeply impressed when I heard 
it 
because 
it 
corresponds 
so 
closely with the fact th at in 


other revolutions the 
original 
revolutionary deal has almost 
never, if ever, outlasted the orig­ 
inal generation 
of 
revolution­ 
ists. 


The present ruling oligarchy in 
Moscow belongs to this new gen­ 
eration. If Reuter’s theory was 
right, they would be more m a­ 
terialistic, more i s o l a t i o n i s t , 
more turned inward, less adven­ 
turous, less conspiratorial, less 
zealous, than the generation of 
Lenin and Stalin. 


READING 
THE 
tea 
leaves 
some more, I am reminded of a 
talk which I had almost two 
years ago with a high European 
diplomatic official 
who 
knows 
Russia—before 
and 
after 
th® 
revolution — as few W esterners 
have known it. He too thoyght 
the death of Stalin opened up a 
new chapter, and he predicted 
th at in the Russian revolution 
as in so many others the army 
officers would be the successors 
of the original revolutionists. 


Why not the hierarchy of th® 
Communist party, I asked him. 
Because, he said, the Party will 
lose 
its 
original revolutionary 
zeal, which is what has bound 
it together, whereas the army, 
which is covered with glory from 
the war, will be the local point 
of the national feelings of the 
Russian peoples. 


And what, I then asked him, 
does that mean for the West? I 
think it will mean, he said, th at 
they will take no serious mili­ 
tary risk in order to expand th® 
Communist orbit and th at they 
will make no concessions which 
diminish the strategic security 
th at they gained from the war. 


KHRUSHCHEV at the garden 
party seemed to me to be saying 
something of th at sort when he 
told Walmsley th at something 
would come of the Geneva meet­ 
ing if the West talked “to u* 
h o n e s t l y 
and 
sincerely 
as 
equals.” He was concerned with 
tbe nation in the West, which 
Dulles has been advertising, th at 
the Soviet Union is leading from 
weakness. 


Being talked to as an “equal" 
means to him, it would seem, be­ 
ing talked to on the assumption 
th at both sides are very strong, 
and that their over-all war- 
making powers are equal, th at i* 
to say th at they are in balance. 
It would be better for our 
cause if Dulles resisted the temp­ 
tation to boast about our superior 
strength, and if instead he act­ 
ed upon the assumption th at 
there is a balance of power. Then 
the negotiations could proceed 
on the principle th at there m ust 
be two equal sides to very bar­ 
gain, and th at for every quid 
there must be a quo. 


THESE ARE NOT obvious and 
easy m atters to judge — to know 
whether something gained her® 
is really worth something given 
up there. But in the field of ar­ 
maments, which will be a prin­ 
cipal subject of the later nego­ 
tiations, the risks can be kept 
to a minimum by putting aside 
for the present the notion of 
limiting the size of the military 
establishment, and of concen­ 
trating at first on the problem 
of their deployment 
and 
their 
mobilization. It is one thing to 
reduce forces at the 
point 
of 
highest tension in the world, and 
quite another thing to disband 
these forces. 


It will be possible to negotiate 
with more confidence and with 
more boldness about the regula­ 
tion of arm aments if at this 
stage nothing decisive and ir­ 
reparable is done toward actual 
disarmament.

In Cosumnes 


Proves Worth 


A new' type fish screen installed 
on an irrigation diversion in the 
Cosumnes River in Sacramento 
County, has proved its worth in 
preventing loss of downstream m i­ 
grating king salmon, the Depart­ 
ment of Fish and Game reported. 
During an overnight test near 
the end of the downstream run, 
nearly 
200 
salmcn 
fingerlings 
were found to have been screened 
from the irrigation ditch, and re­ 
turned to the river. 
The screen, designed by Ernest 
Murphy 
of 
the 
Department’s 
screen and ladder section, is cable 
operated. It is self-cleaning and 
has a gate which automatically 
opens in case the screen becomes 
clogged and the irrigation flow re­ 
duced. 
The Department estimates that 
during the height of the run, sev­ 
eral 
thousand 
fingerlings 
were 
saved from the irrigations ditches 
each day.

Nimrods Get 
Ready For 
Deer Season 


The Northern California coastal 
area deer season which includes 
M arin, w ill open on August 6 and 
close September 18, inclusive. 
Every “ Davy Crockett’ in M arin 
County is making preparations for 
the opening of deer season. 
Reports from every section of 
the state are good and hunting 
should be excellent. 
Last year was the best deer seas­ 
on on record and this year should 
prove as good as last. 
Remember—you 
need 
a 
state 
hunting license and deer tags be­ 
fore you can proceed to hunt. The 
bag lim it is 2 bucks, forked horns 
or better. 
Hunting 
areas 
in M arin 
are 
scarce, so the best way to be sure 
of a place to hunt, in to join a deer 
club. There 
are a great many 
hunting clubs in M arin and to 
join one is one way of being sure 
of a place to hunt. 
B y all means be careful of fire 
wherever you hunt. Don’t take any 
chances—put out your campfire 
and smoke only in safe areas. 
The high Sierra season will op­ 
en September 24 and close on Oc­ 
tober 30 inclusive. 
In general, California deer herds 
passed the 1954-55 winter in fair­ 
ly good shape, although there was 
scattered die-offs, Department of 
Fish and Game reports show. 
On many winter ranges, 
the 
herds were forced to feed almost 
entirely on shrubs, resulting in 
widespread over-browsing of bet­ 
ter food plants. Unusually cold 
weather delayed the 
growth of 
grass. 
Fortunately 
s n o w 
conditions 
were not severe, and deer remained 
scattered and did not suffer from 
the serious food shortages asso­ 
ciated with winter concentrations. 
Snow 
on 
the 
northern 
and 
northeastern ranges was far below 
normal, which lessened the effect 
of the cold weather in those re­ 
gions. 
Deer taken on crop damage per­ 
mits in 1954 totaled 1,512. This was 
an increase of 40 per cent over the 
900 permits issued in 1953, and up 
63 per cent over 563 permits is­ 
sued in 1952. This increase in deer 
damage complaints from agricul­ 
tural areas reflects the high levels 
reached by California’s deer popu­ 
lation over the past two years.

Note These Precautions 


W ith the summer angling season 
in full swing and thousands of per­ 
sons planning to do their fishing 
from boats, the Department of 
Fish and Game has listed a few 


State Crews 
Save Many 
Young Fish 


Department of Fish and Game 
crews have rescued thousands of 
young salmon and steelhead which 
were stranded in drying streams 
on 
their downstream 
migration 
last month. 
Tempo of the rescue work, which 
often results in saving of more 
than a million salmon and steel­ 
head fingerlings a year, w ill be 
stepped up this month as more 
and more streams either dry up or 
fall to levels which w ill not sup­ 
port the donwstream migration. 
Biggest rescue operation of the 
past month was at Uvas Creek in 
Santa Clara County, a tributary to 
the Pajaro River. More than 100,- 
000 steelhead fingerlings were res­ 
cued and planted in live streams. 
Some 40,000 of these were taken 
to the Mokelumne River. 
A sizeable rescue took place on 
Toomes and Dye Creeks in Teha­ 
ma 
County, where 80,000 
King 
salmon fingerlings were saved and 
planted in the Sacramento River. 


The Cedar Creek Experimental 
station, which will raise yearling 
steelhead trout on an experiment­ 
al basis, opened Aprii 11, according 
according to the Department of 
Fish and Game. 
Located on Cedar Creek near 
Leggett in Mendocino County, the 
installation 
will 
rear 
steelhead 
hatched from eggs collected at 
Snow Mountain egg taking station 
on. the Eel River. 
The station is designed to pro­ 
duce large numbers of steelhead 
averaging between 6 and 7 inches 
in length. Each year these fish 
w ill be market by fin clipping and 
released into the South Fork of 
the Eel River to see if its practical 
to augment the steelhead run of 
the river in this manner. Ultim ate 
capacity of the hatchery w ill be 


about 240,000 fish, to be planted 
during time of normal downstream 
migration. 
“This will definitely not be a 
catchable trout operation,” said 
Alex Calhoun, department inland 
fisheries chief. “We hope that the 
steelhead we plant will migrate 
to the ocean and show up in the 
anglers’ 
creels as 
big 
sea*run 
steelies several years later.” 
Cedar 
Creek Station 
will 
be 
closely tied in 
with the depart­ 
ment’s 
long 
range 
anadromous 
trout and salmon investigation. 
This study, financed by Dingell- 
Johnson federal aid to fish res­ 
toration funds, seeks to determine 
the most effective methods of in­ 
creasing the runs of salmon, steel­ 
head and cutthrout trout in Cali­ 
fornia’s coastal streams. 


Range Opens Soon

common sense precautions which 
should prevent most boating acci­ 
dents. 
1. Avoid overloading boats. Sm all 
boats are particularly unwieldy 
when overloaded. A good rule is 
only three persons in boats less 
than 14 feet long. 
2. Never stand up in a small 
boat. 
3. Avoid fast water, riffles, and 
whirlpool areas. Stay away from 
dams, 
pilings, 
large 
rocks 
and 
trees when in fast water. Any 
boat forced against an obstruction 
by action of the current is almost 
sure to capsize. 
4. Always has a life jacket for 
each person. Unless you are an 
excellent swimmer, never enter & 
small boat without first donning 
your life jacket. 
5. Never wear boots or waders 
when riding in a boat. When full 
of water they become dead weight. 
6. When fishing from a small 
boat on a large body of water, go 
ashore immediately when a storm 
threatens or the wind begins to 
blow. 
7. If caught in storm on open 
water, run motor at slow speed 
and angle across the waves. Sit in 
bottom of boat for better stability. 
8. When ocean fishing, stay away 
from the breaker line! 
9. If the boat capsizes, hang on 
to the overturned boat if possible. 
It is safe than swimming and an 
overturned boat is easier to spot 
by rescuers than a swimming per­ 
son. 
10. Stay away from swimming 
areas, and don’t be an aquatic 
hot-rodder.

Dixon-Yates 


Issue Dead; 
Foes Exult 


UNSEEN TERRITORY 
Touring U.S. Farmers Will 
Get A Glimpse Of Siberia 


WASHINGTON (ffV-The Dixon- 
Yates contract was virtually a 
dead letter today. But triumphant 
foes In Congress indicated they 
planned to keep the issue alive— 
into the 1956 presidential cam­ 
paign, if possible. 
President 
Eisenhower 
ordered 
the contract canceled yesterday 
after Mayor Prank Tobey of Mem­ 
phis convinced him in a conference 
that the city intends to build its 
own power plant. 
Coming out of that meeting, 
Atty. Gen. Herbert Brownell an­ 
nounced the government “will im­ 
mediately take steps to terminate” 
the private power contract. 
NO EFFECT 
But Sen. Estes Kefauver (D- 
Tenn.), who heads an antitrust 
subcommittee which has been in­ 
vestigating negotiations which led 
to the contract, announced the 
cancellation “will have no effect 
on our hearings.” 
“We expect to get to the bottom 
of this entire matter,” he said. 
Brownell described Eisenhower 
as “very happy” about the out­ 
come. He said the President all 
along had wanted Memphis to 
build its own plant, but had been 
advised previously the city would 
not do so. 
The 
107-million-dollar Dixon- 
Yates plant was to have been 
built by a private power group at 
West Memphis, Ark. 
THE PROBLEM 
It was to have been the admin­ 
istration’s answer to this problem: 
By mid-1958, when Memphis’ 
present contract with the Tennes­ 
see Valley Authority expires, that 
agency would have to have an 
additional power source to be able 
to continue to meet the city’s 
needs. 
A shortage is expected to de­ 
velop because of increasing de­ 
mands on TV A by its regular cus­ 
tomers and by huge Atomic Ener­ 
gy Commision plants in the re­ 
gion. 
TV A backers wanted to meet 
the problem by having TVA build 
another steam generating plant, at 
Pulton, Tenn., north of Memphis. 
But the TVA contingent in Con­ 
gress never has been able to get 
money appropriated for the Pulton 
plant. And the Eisenhower admin­ 
istration rejected this solution, de­ 
ciding against any further expan­ 
sion of TVA through additional 
steam plants. 
Last year, Eisenhower ordered 
the AEG to negotiate a contract 
with the Dixon-Yates utility group 
for a plant to furnish power 
through TVA lines. That power 
was chiefly Intended for the Mem­ 
phis area. But after the city an­ 
nounced plans to erect its own 
plant, rather than accept Dixon- 
Yates power, Eisenhower ordered 
a restudy to determine whether to 
cancel the contract. 


Brownell said a settlement would 
be negotiated with the Dixon- 
Yates interests. But he said he 
had no idea how much the ter­ 
mination might cost the govern­ 
ment. 


Edgar H. Dixon said he was con­ 
fident a “fair” settlement could 
be worked out. He indicated he 
expected the government to pay 
“several million dollars." 


WASHINGTON (U.R)—A 12-mem- 
ber 
American 
farm 
delegation 
scheduled to visit Russia will tour 
Soviet farm areas that “no Ameri­ 
cans have seen in this genera­ 
tion,” an Iowa farmer said to­ 
day. 
Ralph A. Olson, Ellsworth, Iowa, 
a member of the delegation, said 
Soviet authorities had not yet re­ 
leased 
detailed 
plans 
for 
the 
American group’s month-long tour 
of Soviet farm areas. “But we’ve 
been told we’ll go as far as 1,800 
miles cast of Moscow and about 
2,500 miles south,” he said. 
That would take the group into 
Siberia and into areas of corn, 
cotton, and wheat production, Ol­ 
sen said. Tentative plans call for 
trips to Soviet farms in areas so 
remote they have not been visited 
by any Americans of this genera­ 
tion, he added. 
Although the itinerary has not 
been released, an informed source 
reported that the tour will start 
with a three-day visit in Mos­ 
cow July 15. From there the group 
will proceed southward to Khar­ 
kov, site of a tractor factory, and 
then to Dnepropetrovsk where a 
large dam is located. 


Other stops have been scheduled 
tentatively for Krasnodar, Rustov 
and on the Don River, Stalingrad, 
scene of one of World War II’s 
major battles, and Kuibychev. 


The group will move on to Si­ 
beria where stops are planned at 
Alma Ata, Akmolinsk and Bamau. 
Enroute the group will visit Tash­ 
kent. 
The timetable for the tour is not 
available yet. 
An exchange delegation of So­ 
viet farm officials is scheduled to 
arrive at New York July 16 for 
a 30 to 35 day tour of American 
farm areas. 
The American group is unoffi­ 
cial. 
Its 
members, 
selected by 
three farm leaders from private 
life, were picked as “representa­ 
tives of American agriculture” and 
will pay their own expenses of 
$2,500 to $3,000 
apiece, 
officials 
said. 


Foreign Aid Cut 
Looks Permanent 
Despite Ike Plea 


WASHINGTON (JP) — Rebuffed 
despit« a special appeal to the 
House, administration l e a d e r s 
looked hopefully to the Senate to­ 
day to restore deep cuts in foreign 
aid appropriations. 


But their hopes were none too 
bright. Some influential senators 
already have demand«! additional 
cuts in the $2,638,741,750 voted by 
the House yesterday to 
finance 
the aid program for the current 
bookkeeping year which ends next 
June 30. 
The House acted 251-123 only a 
few hours after a White House 
plea that the cuts—totaling $627,- 
900,000 below President Eisenhow­ 
er’s 
request — would 
“seriously 
hamper” the program. 
The President’s 
position 
was 
stated by Harold E. Stassen, spe­ 
cial assistant to Eisenhower, in 
letters to House leaders. However, 
ix>t a single effort was made to 
restore House Appropriations Com­ 
mittee cuts. 
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Compulsory Reserve Or Cash 
Bonus? Debate Still Rages 


WASHINGTON {JPy-Sen. Rich­ 
ard Russell (D-Ga.) said today 
“the very high brass” has not con­ 
vinced him he is wrong in oppos­ 
ing 
the Pentagon’s compulsory 
military reserve program. 
“I haven't neard anything here 
yet to cause me to change my 
mind,” Russell toW reporters after 
the Senate Armed Services Com­ 
mittee he heads had wound up 
hearings on a new reserve program 
strongly urged by President Eisen­ 
hower. 
He added he will continue to 
push his substitute plan to offer a 
$400 cash bonus to any veteran 
who enlists in the Army or Marine 
Corps ready reserves. 
Russell said “r can’t believe” that 
Adm. Arthur W. Radford, chair­ 
man of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, 
really meant all of his testimony 
to the committee yesterday. Rad­ 
ford said “no bill at all” would be 
better 
than 
the 
House-passed 
measure now before the commit 


tee, particularly if revised to in­ 
clude Russell’s bonus plan. 
The bill is aimed at bringing a 
four-fold increase in the ready re­ 
service by 1960. The Pentagon ask­ 
ed originally for authority to give 
a discharge other than honorable 
to any former servicemen who did 


to recall such men for 45 days of 
active duty. 
Radford insisted that anything 
much short of the reserve program 
the administration seeks would 
force the armed services to “re­ 
orient all our national defense 
planning” since, he said, it is 
based on a strong reserve. 
That, he said, would include a 
new look at administration plans 
to cut back regular military forces. 
He said no further major cuts are 
planned if Congress okays a satis­ 
factory reserve plan. 
Russell said the committee will 
start tomorrow in an effort to

Fishnet Separates 
Make New Fashion 
Angle For Summer 
By DOROTHY ROE 
AP Women’s Editor 
If you’re angling for a new sum­ 
mer romance, dress the part in 


crisp fishnet separates. Summer’s 
smartest charmers love the peek- 
a-boo look of wide-mesh cotton net 
underlined with solid color cotton. 


One effective combination is a 
simple scoop-neck blouse and cir­ 
cle skirt of carnation pink net 
used over deeper pink cotton for 
a wonderful textured effect. Black 


ball fringe at neck and hem add 
sophistication. 


Local sewing center experts say 
that sewing with fishnet is a 
cinch for even a beginning seam­ 
stress. The same pattern pieces 
are used for the net and the cot­ 
ton lining sections. To make the 
dress described 
from 
a 
simple 
standard pattern, first cut out the 


cotton sections, and then cut the 
fishnet sections from the same 
pattern pieces. Lay the fishnet 
over its corresponding cotton piece 
and sew the two pieces as one. 


To guarantee smooth work, you 
might pin the sections firmly to­ 
gether before basting. Seams are 
stitched, darts made, zipper insert­ 
ed and hems turned as though you 


were working on on« pleo« of 
fabric. 


Since the net will not ravel or 
stretch out of shape, you’ll find 
this work much easier than it 
looks. A new permanent finish 
keeps the net crisp after washing, 
makes starching and stretching 
unnecessary.
